The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following 
combination of claimed features in independent claims 1 and 30 were not found in the 
prior art: the prior art taught flushing of instructions on an irregularity such as an 
incorrectly predicted branch instruction; and an alternative to flushing was to mark 
instructions as canceled and at write-back not writing to registers results for the 
instructions that were marked canceled. However, the claimed further combination 
features of detecting instruction irregularities, generating an irregularity indication and a 
flush instruction where the irregularity indication was used to initiate flush mode and 
whereas the flush instruction, when received in the functional stage or unit that was set 
in flush mode, reset the flush mode in the functional stage/unit was not found in the prior 
art.
